Sir: 

This Renewed Petition is being filed in response to the April 9, 2002 Decision on Petition 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) in order to proceed with the above-referenced application without the 
signature of joint inventor Charles P. Kelly. 

A summary of Exhibits is attached for the Examiner's convenience. Exhibits A-N were 
transmitted in a petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a), dated August 23, 2001. Exhibits O-S were 
transmitted in a petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a), dated January 23, 2002.

As shown by Exhibit K, Mr. Kelly signed for a FedEx package on July 16, 2001, which was 
sent to the above address transmitting a letter dated July 12, 2001 (Exhibit J). This establishes Mr. 
Kelly residing at the above last known address, notwithstanding the various attempts to transmit the 
Declaration, Assignment and Power of Attorney to him at prior known addresses (Exhibits A-I). 
Since the U.S. application was based upon a PCT application, which the inventor was thought to 
have had a copy, the complete application was not sent with those prior letters. 

On December 18, 2001, a letter was sent to Mr. Charles P. Kelly to the above address, 
enclosing a complete copy of the application and drawings as filed with the USPTO, as well as the 
Declaration and Assignment documents (Exhibit O). This December 18, 2001 letter was sent via 
certified mail with return receipt requested. Mr. Kelly refused to claim the package as evidenced by 
the Request for Delivery Information/Return Receipt After Mailing (Exhibit S). 

A second attempt to transmit a complete copy of the application and drawings as filed with 
the USPTO, along with the Declaration and Assignment documents, was made on January 2, 2002 
using FedEx delivery. The shipping instructions did not authorize delivery without signature of 
recipient. This is clearly shown in the Fed Ex shipment receipt, which is enclosed as Exhibit T, with 
the relevant portion highlighted. 

The Examiner states that "the shipper released FedEx for obtaining a signature of the 
recipient and no such signature was obtained". However, the undersigned asserts that the FedEx 
printouts submitted by the Examiner indicates only that either t he recipient or shipper released the

signature requirement: "At the time of shipment, the signature was released by the shipper/recipient 
(indicating no signature was required)." Since the shipper, Amy McShea, did not make such a 
request, per Exhibit T, the waiver signature of "Amy McShea" must have been made by the recipient. 
This can be explained as follows. It is customary for FedEx delivery persons to leave a notice of 
missed delivery and release form for signature at the shipping location, when no one is available to 
sign for the package at the time of delivery. The FedEx notice requests a release signature by the 
recipient such that upon a second delivery attempt on a subsequent day, the package may be left at 
the location without the recipient's signature. The undersigned asserts that only the recipient could 
have signed the release since at the time of delivery, the shipper, Amy McShea, was in Philadelphia 
PA, the shipping origin location. It is unknown why the recipient signed in Amy McShea's name. 

The undersigned has also attempted on several occasions to contact Mr. Kelly by telephone 
at his last known telephone number (972) 219-7998, but was unsuccessful. As the record shows, 
there have been numerous attempts to obtain Mr. Kelly's signature, all of which have been met with 
a continued refusal to respond. 

The two transmittals dated December 18, 2001 and January 2, 2002 show that bona fide 
attempts were made to present a copy of the application papers to the nonsigning inventor for 
signature. The inventor has refused delivery (Exhibit S) of the first attempt. The applications were 
successfully delivered to the inventor on January 4, 2002, and he has refused to sign and return the 
documents.
